'Throwing out the MU is going a bit far...most of 
them are over 65 and could not be described as a hotbed of 
liberal thinking even by the most determined traditionalists'.

Editorial The Case For Women Only Space 




Last month - as you may 
remember - we published an 
editorial outlining the view of the 
group opposing access for 
transgendered women to 
Nottingham Women's Centre. We 
did this because the group had 
sent us a leaflet that we didn't feei 
constituted a magazine articie 
although we contacted the group 
and left a message asking if we 
could discuss editing or rewriting 
the material and they failed to get 
back to us. 

After publication the group did 
contact us again and said that 
they never received our message 

- so obviously a breakdown in 
communications somewhere. 

Since then we have received an 
articie from them - which is 
essentially similar to their leaflet 
which we are publishing. We also 
received a very nasty letter 
portions of which we wouid like to 
produce here with my response. 

Prior to sending the leaflet we tel¬ 
ephoned you ...and the conversation 
seemed friendly and accomodating. 

What you have done is to present 
your piece using our material in a 
shockingly inappropriate way. 

We feel outright! has totally dis¬ 
credited us...the general tone of the 
editorial, the dramatic white on black 
print, the 'thumbs down 'symbol by 
each point...can only lead to the con¬ 
clusion that outright! both disagreed 
with and disapproved of our leaflet. 

You wish to be trusted to 'edit mate¬ 
rial with professional neutrality what¬ 
ever your own opinion' yet you seem 
to have done precisely the opposite. 

How will anyone be able to trust 
outright! to edit anything again ? 

Weli, let's take the design 
features first - the 'dramatic' white 
on black text was really nothing 
more than an attempt on my part 
to produce a more visuaiiy exciting 
page. This is an important issue 

- but very text heavy - and pages 
of unreiived text are duil to iook at 
and present themselves as 
something of a chore to the 
readers, it's as simpie as that -1 
couid just as easiiy have decided 
to print the piece written from the 
opposing point of view on biack - 
the only reason I didn't was 


because it was slightly longer 
and white text needs to be 
siightly larger for easy reading. 

The 'thumbs up' and 'thumbs 
down' symbols are well known 
conventional short hand for in¬ 
dicating arguments for and 
against. Again in an attempt to 
graphicaliy'liven up' a very text 
heavy piece, i used the'thumbs 
down' symbois to indicate that 
the arguments were opposed 
to the proposed change in ac¬ 
cess. There was reaily noth¬ 
ing more to it than that - and 
certainly no intention to sug¬ 
gest that outright! was giving 
these arguments the 'thumbs 
down'. 

As to my own personal opin¬ 
ions -1 do actually resent any¬ 
one assuming that they know 
them uniess they've discussed 
them with me. But for every¬ 
one's information i am an ar¬ 
dent feminist and was in- 
voived in the group that estab- 
iished the very first Notting¬ 
ham Women's Centre - up a 
dark ailey in a coupie of damp 
rooms over the busmen's can¬ 
teen - in the early 1970's. I 
know from first hand experi¬ 
ence how difficuit the fight was 
to estabiish any women only 
space, how important it was 
and how very dear to us it was. 
And I still feel that the right to 
women only space is of vital 
importance for many reasons 
which i won't take up space to 
reherse here. 

As to my editorial judgement 
I can only say that I am shocked 
that the group in question feel 
their standpoint has been dis¬ 
credited. I introduced my piece 
by stating that it was essential 
that all points of view were given 
equai respect and genuinely 
made an honest attempt to 
present the points in an in¬ 
formative and unbiased way. 
As I wouid have done for a 
piece from the opposing point 
of view. I agree that the piece 
was not enthusiastically pro 
the standpoint - but that is 
preciseiy what neutrality 
means.

We are a group of women 
who feel strongly that Notting¬ 
ham Women's Centre shouid 
remain a space for female-born 
women. We have sent this arti¬ 
cle to outright! because we 
believe that this issue is even 
more important for iesbians than 
it is for heterosexuai women. 

Why we need a Women's 

Centre 

Women have worked for many 
years to create & maintain a 
precious women-only space. 
This space is vitai because of 
our experience of oppression 
as women - ali the ways we are 
treated differentiy from birth in 
this society, and the disadvan¬ 
tages and inequalities we suf¬ 
fer as a resuit. Advances have 
been made over the iast 20 years 
but these inequalities stili exist. 
They include the lack of abortion 
rights, affordabie chiid care and 
women's lower pay. A dispro¬ 
portionate number of women 
still experience domestic vio- 
ience, sexuai harassment & 
rape. A Women's Centre pro¬ 
vides safe space in which 
women can develop their confi¬ 
dence and express themselves 
without feeling steamroliered by 
men. Whilst this may not matter 
to some women, many of us feel 
very strongly that it does. To ai- 
low M/F transexuais into the 
Women's Centre would mean 
there would be no female-born 
women-only space anywhere in 
Nottingham. 

Why not admit transexuals? 

This is a big decision for the 
Women's Centre, one that would 
change history. It would rede¬ 
fine our hard-won space for eve¬ 
ryone. The decision once made 
wouid be difficult to reverse. 

A decision to open the Centre 
to M/F transexuals would limit 
women's choice; their inciusion 
wouid effectively exclude many 
existing users. Women have 
said that they would stop using 
the Centre, as it would no longer 
be women-only. Why should 
these women be deprived of the 
women-oniy space many of us 


have worked so hard over the 
years to support? 

Aiiowing access to M/F 
transexuais actually opens the 
door to all men. Any man could 
have access to the Women's 
Centre if he claims to 'really' 
be a woman. This means we 
could no longer have a wom¬ 
en's space at all. 

Our objections are political 

Some women see our oppo¬ 
sition to access as bigotry, a 
lack of caring, failure to recog¬ 
nise a common oppression; they 
think we just don't li||^ 
transexuals. This is not true. 
objections are neither personal 
or based on prejudice. They are 
political. Born women's life ex¬ 
periences can not be shared by 
individuals who have been 
brought up as men. 

We are often asked, as 
women, or as lesbians, to have 
compassion for the oppression 
and distress suffered by 
transexuals. However our op¬ 
pression is different from theirs. 
There are common issues that 
we can work on together, but 
working as allies must include 
having mutual respect. 

We uphold and support the 
human rights of transexuals, 
whilst maintaining our owj^ 
right to separate spacefor wtr 
male born women.

Leics LG B Centre have stopped 
stocking or distributing Boyz 
newspaper- a free paper aimed 
at gay men. It was banned at a 
meeting of the management 
committee on 14th April this 
yearfollowing the publication of 
several articles insulting and 
derogatory to women which 
breached the Centre's EOPs 
Policy. 

At the March MC meeting there 
was a complaint from Centre 
users in particular the Feb 
22nd front page headline 

Juicy Pussy - the birds that 
even we'd shag 

with an inside paged feature 
headlined 

Top Snatch 

Below this were listed the 
names of 40 famous women 
with photographs of several of 
those named - this page carried 
the following sub-head 

We may be buggers but that 
doesn't mean to say we don't 
have an eye for the iadies. 
Here are the birds that get 
even our gay oid nadgers 


aquiver. Yeah we'd give 
them one. 

Alongside each of the 40 
names were comments such 
as 

Smamfa Fox • if it's a tut 
fuck you're after 

Gina Gershon - She's a 
whore dariin' 

The committee upheld the 
complaint and wrote to Boyz 
stating their objections, 
asking them to print an 
apology and an assurance 
that similar articles would 
not be published in future. 
There was no reply. 

In the March 16th issue the 
Editor mentioned that there 
had been a number of 
complaints and that several 
outlets had removed the 
offending issue from 
circulation. Inwhatherefered 
to as the 'Juicy Pussygate' 
feature he quoted an alleged 
fellow worker Fiona as saying 
she would reply to the next 
complainant who phoned, 
saying Til tell them to stick it 


up their cunt'. 

12th April issue carried a 
double page spread from a 
gay man describing his first 
viewing of a straight 
pornographic video and 
featured three pictures of 
virtually naked women taken 
from pornographic films and 
magazines. One woman had 
a small star covering her 
genitals. 

14th April MC meeting decided 
to stop distributing the paper 
due to the articles published, 
the attitude towards 
complaints and the lack of 
response from the editor. They 
wrote again to inform Boyz of 
their decision but saying that 
they would reconsider if they 
took appropriate action. There 
was no reply. 

In May there were requests 
from some Centre users to 
reinstate the magazine and 
the MC wrote to Boyz again 
hoping for a resonse but again, 
there was no reply. The Centre 
has continued to monitor the 


magazine for an apology or a 
change in their misogynistic 
attitude towards women so far 
they've found the following article 
headline 

Shagging Giris: A surprising 
number of gay boyz have 
done it.... i decide that i 
better bite the buiietandgo 
pussywards. it feeis iike a 
back bottom oniy there is 
more of it. 

The quotes taken from articles 
are extracts only - they are not 
the only obectionable parts but 
present an abstract of the whole 
article which is in itself 
objectionable. 

The Boyz newspaper remains 
banned from the Centre and the 
MC hope this article will inform 
outright! readers as to their 
reasons for the ban. They 
would also be interested in 
hearing from any other 
organisaations who have 
banned the paper and hope 
that community action like this 
will encourage Boyz to stop 
publishing offensive articles. 
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Nottingham Women's Centre General Committee is managing a consultation process to collect opinions about access for 
^mnsgendered women to the Centre. A Public meeting was held on the issue on May 17 1997 and a transcript of the notes taken 
^ire available from the Centre for anyone who wishes to inform themselves of the meetings discussions. 


A further series of closed discussion meetings are now planned as part of the consultation process. One for women-born women 
only, one for women-born lesbians only & one for transgendered women only. Dates times & venues will be published when we 
receive them. Or further details can be obtained directly from the Centre. The committee also plans to research how this issue 
has been handled in other areas & Centres and plan to form its policy decision after considering the outcome of the meeting and 
research. They hope to announce their decision by March 1988. A full outline of the consultation process will appear next month. 


...& talking about bosoms & bits ... 

Julie Fish, a PhD student at Loughborough 
University is researching lesbian's experiences 
and perceptions of breast and cervicai 
screening. She is particularly interested in how 
iesbians describe their experiences of the smear 
test, breast self-examination and mammograms 
and how they view their risk of these cancers 
especially in relation to heterosexual women. 
She wants her research to be as reflective as 
possible and is trying to reach a diverse group 
inciuding Black lesbians, disabled lesbians, low 
income & younger/older lesbian - aiming for 1,000 
survey - the biggest ever lesbian health survey 
in the UK.

The one 
who's always got her tongue 
half way down some besotted 
stranger's throat. 

Sadly, I know my place - and 
it's in the Kenric Tent drinking 
cups of tea with dykes my 
granny would be happy to go 
shopping with. I sip politely 
and wonder if I've missed my 
vocation to be a nun or some¬ 
thing. Still I have fun in my own 
way - which is exactly what 
it's all about isn't it?
